advantage.  After  several  conferences  with  Mr .Miller, and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee, it  was  finally  decided  to  place  the 
advertising  among  seventeen  of  the  leading  magazines  and 
weekly  newspapers, each  advertisement  to  be  "keyed"  so  that 
when  inquiries  elicited  by  the  advertising  should  be  sent  to 
the  School, it  would  be  possible  and  easy  to  determine  whether 
any  particular  magazine  or  newspaper  was  doing  or  not  doing 
effective  work. 

Mr. Cliff  stated  that  N.W.Ayer  &  Sons  did  not  think 
it  advisable  to  cover  a  greater  period  than  four  months, and 
after  consideration  the  Principal  of  the  School, and  the 
Chairman  also  concluded  that  this  would  be  the  wisest  course 
to  pursue.  Consequently, the  advertising  would  appear  in  the 
June , July , August, and  September  issued  of  the  selected  list  of 
magazines  and  newspapers  referred  to.

Dana, for  the   Committee  on  Drawing  &  Painting  submitted  the 
follovTing  report, prefacing  it  by  reference   to  the  courses  of 
the  Buda-Pesth  School  of  Art;- 

A  Hasty, Partial  Report  on  the  Free-hand  Drawing  of  Class  A. 
This   is  a  purely  personal, as  v/ell  as  a  mere  preliminary^ 
report  on  the  Drawing   course.      I  make  it  with  a  certain  conj- 
fidence,not  so  much  because  I  have  studied  draxTing  for  two| 
years   at  the  Academy  of  the  Pine  Arts, -for  soaewhat  longer 
in  a  well-known  Paris   atelier, -and  in  other  places  under 
eminent  artists-  but  because  I  have  had  long  consultations 
with  the  best  masters  of  the  art  in  Philadelphia  and 
else where, be cause  of  my  knowledge  of  the  course  in  the 
Architectural  department  at  the  University, and  because 
of  my  personal  inspection  of  several  schools, including  the 
splendid  course   at  the  Academy  of  Pine  Arts  under  Thomas 
P.Anschutz,the  Manual  Training  schools,    &C.  ^        ^        j. 

It  is  often  said  that  it  is  not  our  province  to  educate 
painters  or  sculp tors, only  illustrators  and  decorators. 
Let  me   suggest  that  in  late  years, with  many  a  backward 
slip, no  doubt, Art  has  made  enormous  strides.   I  do  not  mean 
to  say  that  the  noble   field  of  the   fashion-plate  designer, 
the  newspaper  illustrator, and  decorator, will  ever  lapse 
into  desuetude, but  I  do  want  it  to  be  remembered  that 
John  Sargent, Abbey, Alexander, Miss  Oakley  and  such  like 
mighty  ones  are  illustrators  and  decorators, -rather 
nasty  competitors  for  children. 

we  allow  the  pupils  in  the  A  grade   three  hours  a  week 
in  free-hand  draT-ring.   The  University  allows  even  the 
Architectural  students  four  hours  a  week, during  which 
time   thev  are  under  a  professor  with  two  assistants.   In  a 
French  atelier  the  ordinary  student  gets  40   to  45  hours  a 
week, the  more  serious  ones  get  18  hours  more. 

I  have  visited  our  classes    (da^.  classes  I  always  mean; 
frequently, and  can  truly  say   that  in  the  majority  of 
pupils  I   found  a  distressing  lack  of  interest  in  the  work, 
which  failing, needless  to  say, is  ^tamped  upon  the  result 
and  upon  the  pupil.   To  send  out  into  the  world  such  pupils 
who, as  illustrators  or  decorators, will  be  called  upon 
constantly  to  reproduce   the  human  ^iev-^^'^J^'^^^f*®^^.^ It- 
handicapped  by  inability   to  draw  correctly, is  most  unfair^to 
those  pupils, who  trur^ted  us   and  who  must  soon  fmf  out  their 
fatal  weaJmess.   Of  course   those  who  amount  to  anything  will 
correct  their  lack  of  training  elsewhere,as  far  as  may  be^ 
The  follov-lng  are  a  few  of  the   faults  I   find  with  our 

^""^tT read,  the  list  of  subjects  is  iaagnificent,in  practiot 
Buch  of  it  is  scrappy  and.under  the   ci^c^J^^^^^'?,^?^*  i 
useless.      The  greatest  fB^t  is  the  absurdly  insufficient 
time  given  to  free-hand  dfa^^ng, which  is   the  very  founda- 
tion of  all   that  comes  after.   The  reason  for  the

pupil's  lack  of  interest  in  his  T^orlc  is, I  fear, partly 

owing   to   the   instructors   or  their  nethori.s. 

The   follo'.vlng  is   a  hasty  sijggestion  or   t^vo  for   the 

inprovenent  of   this   far  from   croditahle   state   of  ap 
af fairs - 

1.  Sxtend  the    tine  r^iven  to  Pree-hand  drawing  to  three 
times   its  present  length  at   the   very  least, nine  hours   a 
'.yeek  Instead  of   three.    This    can  be   acconplishod  by 
suppressing  several  of  the  high-sounding  courses, these 
will  1)3  readily  learned  by   the  pupils  durj.ng  his  free-hand 
wotK  as  he   feels    the   necessity  for  thera,if  that  feeling 
renalns  dorTaaat,the   necessity  mentioned  is  not  likely  to 
arise  in  that  pupil.      I  refer  to  stich  courses   as- 

(a)  that  in  which  a  pupil  "vho  cannot  "see" in  the  su?t 
sense   is   asked  to  pick  out   the  big  lines   of  a 
human  head  or  figure   and  dra^  them  in  the   correct i 
proportion  and  directions -a  pleasant  pastiiae  for 
I^iche^l  Angelo. 

(b)  spending  hours  learning  to  snudge  even  tints  for 
shadows . 

(c)  brush  dra\fing  a  la  Japanese.  Picture   the  anazenenj; 
it  \TOuld  cause   a  real  Jap   artist, one  whose  nighty 
svring  of  graceful   line,  as   certain  as   the  inarch  of| 
time, is   the  wonder  and  en-vy  of  every  other  artist 
in  the  world-  picture  his  feelings  could  he   see 
one  of  our  unfortunates, one  who  can't  draWjV/ho  ha^ 
not   the  faintest  appreciation  of  what  that  mighty 
swing  means, labor! ouslj?-  endeavoring  to  hide  his 
pencil  outlines  ?/lth  timid  strokes  of  a  Japanese 
brush  filled   with  India  ink. 

2.  A  reconnendation  nearly  as   important  as   the   first. In- 
sist on  teachers  endeavoring  to  put  more  life   and  interesjt 
into   their  classes.      At  present  the  beginner  flounders 
listlessly   till  his   teacher  comes  along, seats  himself, and 
cobbles  up    the  pupil's  worst  breaks.    Then  on  to  the  next 
goes   the   teacher  while  number  one  proceeds  unconsciously, 
but  not  caring  much,  to  fluunder  into  new  difficulties, 
requiring  more  aid  from   the   teacher.   A  little  like   taking 
a  we  11 -grown  boy   for  a  walk   in  the    coimtrjr  and  carefully 
lifting  hin  over  every  fence   and  brook, -raalce  him  climb 
or  wade  for  himself.        Here  is  one  stoggestion  that  might 
lead  to  such  a  result-  Divide   classes   as  at  present, into 
groups   of  a  dozen  or  so.    Do  not  put  all   the  very  worst  anjd  ji 
the   vert  best  together-mix   them   together  judiciously, 
carefully; remember  that  the  earnest  worker  learns  more  fiiom 
his  strong  neighbor  than  from  the   teacher, be  he  never  so 
good.        Insist  on  the  entire  class  working  from  the  saae 
model,  after  the  same  has  been  selected  and  placed  by  the 
teacher.    Let   the   teacher  pass   round   the    class   as   often 
as  he   thin3c3  necessar;^ giving  aid  or  advice  as  he  sees 
fit.   Say  one  hour  before   the   end  of  the  period  make 
the  pupils  leave   their  work  and  form  a  group  in  front  of 

the  raodeT..   Against „the  base  of  the  model  the   teacher 
places   the   s^udy  of  one   or   two  of  the  pupils, and  proceeds: 
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to  Hive   a  full, frank, fearless   criticism  of  the  work  done 
and  the   advice  he   thinks  best  fitted   to  enable   the  pupils 
to  avoid  the   faults   and  repeat  the  good  in  the   future. 
And  so  round  the    class.   Let  this    criticisn  last  half  an 
hour, leaving  the  last  half  for  the  ptipils  to  return  to      i 
their  work  and  endeavor  to  put  in  practice  what  they  I 

have  heard.   The  pupils  wm  miss   terribly  the  helplnp  mRscicx 
nursing  hand-at  first-but  those  who  are  worth  anythiiiP- 
will  gradually    learn  to  help    themselves,  then  drawing  will 
be  a  delight  to   then, and   their  progress  will  be   In 
proportion. 

*    My  feeling  is   to  allow  a  beginner  to  first  draw  from  a 
cast  of  the  human  head.    I  would, tho, as   soon  as  possible 
make  him  draw  from  a  cast  of  the  whole  nude   figure.   The' 


are  great  but  the  possibilities  are 
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difficulties 
enormous. 

Just  a  word  about  the  Life-Class: ours   is  most 
disappointing,  a  place  where   that  magnificent  self- 
confidence  of  Ignorance  may  be   studied   to  perfection. 
Personally   I  have  always  leaned  toward  the  French  aethod, 
that  drawing  from  the  nihde, living  model  could  only 
benefit   those  who  had  acquired  a  fair  knowledge  of  draw- 
ing.   I  have  heard  tho  contrary  view  advanced  lately  by 
several  whose   judgment  cannot  be   disputed:    so  I  would 
either  follow  their  advice   or  leave    the   decision  to   the 
judgment  of   the   teacher.      One   other   question  about  which 
I   do  not  think   there  is   any  doubt.    Whether  by  chance  or  not, 
each   time   of  late    that  I  have   visited   the   life-class   they 
have  been  working  from  a  female  model.      In  Paris  we  had     i 
a  female  model  in  the  morning   (our  most  serious   time)   say! 
once  in  six  or  seven  V7eeks.    At  the  University  they  are  not 
allowed  at  any   tine.      The  male  model  is  better  in  oropor- 
tion3,the  novement  of  the  lines  is  better, the   construction- 
one  might  almost  say  the  architecture -of  the   figure  is        * 
better, the  skeleton  and  the  muscles   can  be   traced  and 
studied,  the  great  planes  of   the   figure  are  more  marked. 
The  great  advantage   of  the   female  model   is,!  believe, that 
the  -unfortunate   creature  is   cheaper. 

Let  me  repeat, it  may  be  my  last  time-  we  are  not  treat- 
ing out  pupils  in  the   classes   for  decoration  and  illustrajfetm 
tion  ;eairly,not  treating   them  as   they  ought  to  be   treated 
after  the   trust  they  have   shown  in  us.

Mr, Dana, for   the   Special   Committee   on  Drawing, presented  the 
following  reT)ort- 
To    the   Committee   on  Instruction: - 

Your  special   com- 
mittee, appointed  at   the  ICarch  meeting  "to  invesMgate 
the   courses   of   the   Art  School   and  report  regarding 
any   improvements    that  sriggest   themselves  i7hich  would 
provide   for  more    thoroTigh   instruction  in  regular 
disciplinary  work   in  drav/ing   from    the   antique   and 
life"    respectfully  reports   as    follo\7s:- 

The   Comnittee  has  met  several   times   and  has 
discussed  with  much  care    the   subject  entrusted  to  it. 
It  has  gone   over  in  detail   the    time   schedules   of   the 
different   teachers, and  has    inspected   the  work  pro- 
duced by   the  ^UTils.      It  has   also   conferred  with  »'r, 
Stratton,Director  of  the  Art  Department,  and  \7ith  Mr, 
Deigendesch, instructor  in   charge   of  drawing  from   the 
antlqiie   and   from  life, and   the   recommendations   of  this 
report   are    in  line   with   those  made  by  both  of  these 
gentlemen. 

The   Committee   re  commends  j- 
First,      the    organization  of  a  DEPARTI.SNT  OF  DRAWING, 
or  rather   the  restoration  and  recognition  of  the 
arrangement   formerly   in  force, but  v/hich  has   apparently 
suffered  a  certain  diminution  of  efficiency   and  autho- 
rity  since    1905, up    to  which   time  I.'r, Deigendesch  was 
regarded  as   "Instnxctor  in  Charge",      V/e   recommend  that 
this   department  be  nlaced  in  charge   of  Mr, Deigendesch, 
with  Mr,Faber  and  i;r,i:ulir   as  his   assistants, these   three 
to   constitute    the   "Faculty   in  Drawing"    and   to  have 
entire   charge    (subject   of  course   to   sixpervision  by   the 
Principal)    of  all   dray;ing   from   the   cast, except   of 
ornament, in  Class   "A", and   to  be  held  responsible   for 
the   resu.lts   obtained.      To  make    this   arrangement  effec- 
tive  it  will  be  necessary   to  engage  Mr.Muhr  for  more 
time    than  he   devotes    to   the  School  at  present, and  in 
addition   to  employ   a  clerk   or  monitor  who  shall  be   in 
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constant  attendance, shall  keep   all  rocords,and  shall 
be   entrusted  ^7ith   the  general   conduct  of  the   classes, 
except   the  matter  of  actnal   instruction.      The   Conmittee 
"believes    that  v/ith   these   additions    the  present  teach- 
ing  force   ^7ill  be    quite   sufficient,  as   considerable 
assistance  nay  be   rendered  by    the  more   advanced 
pupils    of  the  Nomal   coixrse,for  v/hose   ovm  advancement 
it  is   highly   desirable    that   an   opportunity    to   obtain 
such  practice   should  be    afforded. 

The   work   of   the   departinerit  should  he   intelligently 
graded  and  done,  as   far  as  po-sible,by  groups   of  studentis 
v/orking   together  from  large   casts   centrally  placed. 
Assignments    to   a  given  group   should  be  nade  more  with 
reference    to   the  proficiency  of  the   individual  pu.pil 
than   to   the    c  airse   in  "rhich  he    is   enrolled, which 
arrangement  ^ould  give  nronising  pupils   an  opportunity 
to   advance   as   rapidly   as  possible, and  at   the   s  ne   tine 
give    all  beginners    the  benefit  of  associating  with 
older  students.      At   least   as    often  as    once   a  v/eek   the 
instructor's   criticism  should  take    the   form   of  a  short 
lecture   on  each  group, one, or  possibly   two, studies 
being  placed   against   the  model, so   as    to  be   seen  as 
nearly   as  possible   from   their  proper  view  point, the 
pupils  being  grouped  in  such  a  way   as    to  enable    them 
to    ju.dge    fairly  what   the   desired  effect  would  be. 
The    instructor  should   then  point  out   the  good, and  the 
bad,T)oints   in   the   stijdy   or  studies, and  make   suggestions 
for   their   improvement.      in   the   same  manner  all    the   studj- 
les   in   the   group   shotxld  be   criticized, after  which 
the   students   should  be  given   time    to  put  in  practice 
th>j   resu.lto    0 "   thio    criticisn,  the   instructor  passing 
around   the   group, and  giving   such   fixrther  hints   as 
individual   cases  might  seem   to  demand. 

Second,      ',7ith   the   exception  of  special   students 
in  some   fom   of  craftsmanship   (^;C,,that  is, all  regu.lar 
students   in   the   School  of  Applied  Art,shou.ld  work   in 
this   department  of  Drawing   at   least   twoRwhole  days 
(or  foTJ.r  half -days)   n  week,unle5:s    they   furnish 
evidence   satisfactory   to   the   facility,  and   to   the   Special 
Committee   on  Drawing, that   this   work  has  been  already 
done   in  other  schools   well   enough   to  make   its   omission 
here  permissible,      Uxi^ept   that   in  the   case   of  students 
in  Class   "A"    the   amount  of   time   devoted  to  drav/ing 
£rom   casts   of   the   figure  maj^  be   reduced   to   three- 
half-days   a  week, which  is   just   three    times   as  much 
as    they  devote    to   this   work   at  present.      This   class 
includes   all  beginners, of  v/hom.  we  usually  have   about 
eighty   to  start  the  year  with, about  forty  more  being 
added  in   the   course   of  the   ye:r.      Many   of  them  do  not 
wish   to   take   any   of  our  regular  courses, and  many  more 
could  not  get   throtigh   any   one   of  them  if  they   tried, 
but  ahout   one-foui'th   to   one-half  the  number   (thirty 
to  sixty)  usually   complete   Class   "A".      The  resaindor 
arc   either  ca-nable   of  being  prom^oted   to    the   more 
advanced  cou.rses   or  should  be  kept  rigidly   to   the 
preliminary  discipline.      To   try   to  keep    these    three 
verj"-   different  elements    together  as   one   class   is, of 
course, a  great  mistake*      Clearly, then, the  members   of 
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this    •remainder'   need  not  be   considered  in  arranging 
the   v/orlc   of  Class   "A"   proper, v;hich  i^ill  probably  never 
contain  nore    than  abotit  seventy  pupils,    (59  is    the 
largest  m.unber   that  has   ever   completed   the   course)    so 
that   the   class   can  readily  vork   in   Vuo  sect ions, when- 
ever it  is  necessary   to  divide   it, instead  of  in  three 
as   at  present. 

Third,      Regarding   the  work  of  this   class   in  general, 
the   Committee  recomnends   tnat    the   "prelininary  drawing" 
be   left  with  Tr, Barker   just   as   it  is   at  present, only  malj:- 
ing   the    title    cover  all   that   is  meant  by  "freehand 
perspective"    and" applied  perspective"  ,  as   well   as 
v/hatever  lettering  naj'-  be  really  necessary, and  leaving 
the   amount  of   time  devoted   to   this  group   of  subjects 
the   same    as   it  is  now.      The   "form  and  proportion"   is 
certainly   covered  by    the  work  from   the   figu.re,so   that 
the    time  now  assigned   to   it    (^4  hours)   under  I'r, Barker, 
where    it   is   devoted   to  vase   forms   expressed  in   two 
dimensions, nay  more  profitably  be   added   to   that   availa- 
ble  for   the  more   important   subject.      The   same   is   true 
of   the   "brtish  drawing"    (21  hours)   while   that  devoted  to 
"wash  dra,wing"    ^65  hours)    and   the   very  elementary 
"modelling"    (42  hours)    should  properly  be   regarded, 
to   the  extent   that   it  may  prove   desirable   to   continue 
it   at   all, as  belonging  either  to   the   "normal   course", 
to   that   in  "decoration"    or   to   that   in"applied  design", 
so   that  it  need  not  be  reqir.ired  of  the  beginners  who 
constitute   Class" A",      Tlie   same   is   obviously   true 
of  Iir,  Andrade 's  excellent  work   in  "plant  analysis" 
(51  hours*).      If,  therefore,  the  vrork   in  all   these   four 
subjects, and   the    time   devoted   to   them, remain  exactly 
as    they   are, but   are   regarded  as  belonging   to   the 
nore   specialized  work   of   the  upper  classes, this  will 
allow  us    to   add  203  hours   a  year  to    the    time   available 
for  drawing   from   the    cast   in  Class" A"    as   follov/s-

The   Committee  believes   that   the    time   now 
devoted   to   these   stzbjects  may,  in  some    cases, be 
profitably  redu.ced   to   a  considerable   extent  if  the 
preliminary  drav/ing   is  m.ade  more    thorough, but   that  is 
another  matter  to  be . taken  up   at   another  time. 

Fourth,      The  v/ork   in  drawing  of  Class"A"    as   outlined 
above   should  be   carefully  examined  at   the   end  of  each 
month  by   the   faculty   in  Drawing  end  by  your  special  com^toks 
mittee   on  Drawing, of  which  we  recommend   the   contin- 
uance  for   the  present   at  least, in  order  that   this  duty 
may  be  performed.      Students  whose  v/ork   is  below  a  pass- 
able  standard  should  be   conditioned  and  should  not  be 
regarded  as   full  members   of  any  of  the  higher  classes 
until   these   conditions   are   rem.oved.

As  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  work  in  wrought-iron, 
and  especially  the  development  of  the  new  Forge  Shop, the 
full  arrangements  for  the  establishing  of  which  were  aocept-f 
ed  and  ordered  at  the  meeting  of  the  Instruction  Committee 
at  the  first  of  the  year, I  am  obliged  to  report  that  after 
five  months  the  room  is  still  iSuicoinpleted  and  the  chimney 
not  yet  erected  although  the  contract  for  this  was  placed 
with  Gara  McGinley  &   Co.  March  23rd. 

There  have  been  many  other  delays  and  difficulties  sc  that 
the  opportunity  to  do  the  work  which  was  offered  has  been 
lost  this  season  entirely.  The  interest  which  was  awakened 
by  the  idea  of  inaugurating  a  well-equipped  shop  has  sensib], 
diminished  and  it  has  been  a  great  discouragement  to  the 
insti'uctor. 

No  evidence  exists  that  the  firm  feaving  the  matter  of  the 
chimney  in  charge  will  virithin  any  given  time  fulfil  their 
contract  as  no  date  was  specified  when  it  should  be 
completed. 

Had  the  9*  transfer  of  the  class  been  made  to  the  large 
room  nearby  in  the  basement  -  unoccupied  except  &b   a 
stbre  room  for  temporary  consignments  of  wool  the  change 
could  have  been  effected  v/ith  practically  no  delay.  Also 
the  pipe  for  conducting  the  smoke  could  have  been  fitted 
at  small  expense  into  the  chimney  of  the  crematory 
which  lies  in  one  corner  of  the  room. 

Meanwhile, under  the  very  uninviting  conditions  of  the 
only  place  which  is  available  for  the  class, the  students 
have  done  what  they  could, and  I  hope  the  members  of  the 
Instruction  Committee  will  inspect  the  results  which, far 
as  they  are  below  the  expectations  of  those  vfho   counted 
upon  the  improved  conditions  under  which  to  work, are 
nevertheless  of  marked  merit  and  represent  s.   struggle 
against  heavy  odds.

The  mea,n3  taken  to  effect  proper  ventilation  of  the  Forge 
Room  have  failed  entirely,  as  the  placing  of  the  opening  to 
adnit  air,  and  allow  the  gases  and  snoke  to  escape  is  exactly 
the  opposite  to  what  it  should  be,  and  in  fact  drives  the 
srjoke  and  gas  back  into  the  room. 

As  no  plan  or  process  was  presented  to  any  one  in  any  v/ay 
connected  with  the  work  of  the  forge  room,  it  could  not  be 
anticipated  by  the  instructor  or  others  that  no  consideration 
would  be  given  to  the  laws  of  ventilation  in  treating  the 
problem.  Those  directly  engaged  in  the  room  are  the  best  au" 
thorities  on  the  subject,  but  like  the  installation  of  the 
heat,  the  lighting,  and  the  furnishing  of  coal,  (indeed  the 
building  from  its  inception)  it  is  not  in  their  hands,  The 
Chairman  feels  disappointed  that  so  many  obstacles  should  be 
placed  in  the  way  of  the  progress  she  had  hoped  would  be  made. 

As  only  five  weeks  I'-emain  of  this  season's  session  all
